Safety Tip 2: Do not run. Even if you won the Charlie Orr last summer, you will not be able to out run a 
bear. If a bear comes towards you or your group, try to make yourself as big as possible. Yell aggressively, 
throw non-food items, or wave a stick in the air. 

Safety Tip 3: For the most part, neither moose nor bears are interested in humans.

"Marjorie Garber is the William R. Kenan, Jr., Professor of English and of Visual and 
Environmental Studies at Harvard University, where she is also Chair of the 
Department of Visual and Environmental Studies and Director of the Carpenter Center 
for the Visual Arts. She is senior Trustee of the English Institute, a member of the 
Board of Directors of the American Council of Learned Societies, and served until 
recently as the President of the Consortium of Humanities Centers and Institutes.

Drew What You Ought; Come What May 

Who is Elizabeth Drew? Elizabeth A. Drew was born in Singapore on December 17, 1887. She was 

educated in England and later went on to teach English at Girton College in Cambridge, England (1916- 

1919) and the University of Cambridge (1934-1937). She survived the V-2 bombings of London during @ 


World War II and later relocated to the United States, where she began a lecture series at Smith College, 
which later grew into a professorship in 1946. Prior to joining the faculty at Smith, Drew taught at Bread 
Loaf during the summers of 1934-1937 and later returned in 1943 to give the commencement address. 
Drew became a prolific literary scholar over the course of her lifetime, publishing lectures, works of 
poetry, modern literature, and drama. Her affiliation with Bread Loaf came during a time of national 
turbulence, which was echoed in her analysis of Shakespeare’s poetry in what has been called one of the 
first books on modern poetry, where she argued: “There have always been ‘difficult poets.’ Shakespeare is 
the most difficult of all, and it is only because he appeals at so many different levels to so many different 
types of audiences and readers that his difficulty has escaped much comment” (1933, 82). In keeping with 
the expectations our professors and Directors displayed in last evening’s impassioned opening remarks, 
and in the spirit of Elizabeth Drew herself, let us embrace grappling with difficult poems and prose, and 
graciously welcome our guest lecturer tomorrow evening.

everybody shares a box. Two for two! 


Bookstore (x2759) 

Behind the Annex you will find Bread Loaf Bookstore, which may very well have all of the books that are 
required for your courses this summer (unless you pre-ordered online), books penned by our faculty, 
Middlebury College and Bread Loaf folders, binders, sweatshirts, t-shirts, pens, pencils, and various 
toiletries that you may need to purchase before you can get down the mountain. 


Davison Library (x2739/2740) 

Judy Watts, Chris Brady, and Kellam Ayres will continue the management of Davison Library. Davison 

houses a variety of books and volumes, including those placed on reserve by your professors. Davison also 
boasts an extensive video library and small viewing room. There are many places to hole-up and read, 

write, and compute. The library is also home to the ever-so-full and efficient Apple Cellar. The library is 

open from 8 AM to midnight daily. There is a coin-operated student copier on the first floor of the library 

(the copiers in Elaine’s office are primarily for professors). The Bread Loaf Office can send faxes for $1 a 

page (domestic) or $2 a page (foreign). If you are expecting a fax, please inform the office in advance. © 


Apple Cellar (x2741) 

Shel Sax will direct the Apple Cellar this summer, along with a number of student assistants. The Apple 
Cellar staff will be at the ready to answer any of your questions about the computers in the lab and will 
help with projects and problems as they arise; no question shall go unanswered. Later in the summer, be 
sure to keep an eye out for announcements about how to use Bread Loaf’s telecommunications network, 
BreadNet, for the work you will do this summer and how to continue using BreadNet once you return 
home. 


Health Care 
Basic First Aid necessities will be located at the Front Desk. If you require medical attention, you will 
need to visit the Parton Health Center (443-5135) or Porter Hospital in Middlebury. 


ET, Phone Home 

As there is no cell phone service on the Mountain, The Bread Loaf phone system serves to assist in all of 
your on-and off-campus calling. To reach campus extensions, dial the number exactly as it is listed on the 
directory (one is provided at each phone on campus). You can reach the Front Desk at x2700. If you just 
dial 0, you will get the switchboard down at Middlebury College, depriving you of Edward’s deep and 
dedicated services here. To use a calling card, dial 9-1 and the number of your provider. Local phone calls 
are free; to get an outside line, just dial 9 and then your number. For other phone calls, the Front Desk will 
be able to assist you. 

It is asked that you take a message and leave it for intended recipient if you answer your hall phone. Please 
ask your callers to be considerate when making late calls. There really should be no calls between 11 PM 
and 8AM. 





Lettuce Pray 

The Dining Hall is where we shall all eat, drink, and be merry. The chefs consistently provide us with 
salubrious delicacies, delivered to your table by our student waitstaff, led by Headwaiter, Matt Cinotti. Let 
it be known, however, that the waitstaff is comprised of students, who also must get over to their early 
morning and afternoon classes. Five rounds of coffee are ill-advised, but you may always bring and fill 
your to-go mugs. If you miss breakfast, you will find bagels and coffee in the Barn, and the vending 
machines are filled with snack necessities. See front page for meal times. 


Croutoneers 

Croutons is the child-care operation for the children of faculty and students attending the summer session. 
The Mary Johnson Children’s Center at Ripton Elementary School on Lincoln Road will host our young 
Padawans during the day. If you have questions or would like for your child to be a Croutoneer this 
summer, please contact the Center at 388-2853 for scheduling and fees. 


Park Place 

After arriving on campus, unloading all of your things, and lugging them to your room, you should park 
your vehicle in the parking lot by the Barn. Vermont State Law mandates that there be no cars parked 
along Route 125, and drive-bys will be conducted by state police to ensure safety. 


Out Damned Spot! 

The campus coin-operated Laundromat (quarters can be obtained at the Front Desk) is located just to the 
left of the parking lot and up a bit from Larch. There you will find washers and dryers for your 
convenience, though you must bring your own detergent. Some of the dryers are persnickety and may not 
dry your clothes through and through on the first go-round. 


Smoke Signals 

Vermont State Law prohibits smoking in any of the buildings on campus or in any other buildings in the 
state of Vermont. There are ash cans around the popular smoking areas so please don’t litter our beautiful 
campus with butts. Do not smoke on the front porch of the Inn or in any places where smoke may waft in 
on unsuspecting students, faculty, or staff. 

The campus is fully equipped with sensitive smoke detectors that can be triggered by cigarette smoke. If 
you set off a smoke detector, fan the smoke away and inform the Front Desk of the mishap. Even the 
smallest appliances — hot plates, microwaves, coffee makers — are strictly prohibited from the dorms. 


Don’t Throw It Away, Throw It Back 

The recycle bins are like Starbucks — you can find one on every corner. At Bread Loaf the bins are 
omnipresent and are marked with large signs for paper, cans/bottles, and trash. We encourage you to 
continue to use your water bottles and coffee mugs and if you don’t have these, the bookstore does and 


will appreciate your business. 


Work It On Out 

Bread Loaf is rife with runners, bikers, joggers, walkers, and wanderers. You will often see Alan MacVey 
walking up from Earthworm and Kalli and Edward whizzing past on their bikes. As you partake of the 
mountain scenery, please be aware that the highways and byways can be dangerous--cars drive fast and 
there is little or no shoulder in most places. If you are a biker, your bike should be locked up at all times — 
on a rack or in your room — and should not block or clutter the hallways, fire escapes, or porches. 





During the summer, there are many on-campus, student arranged sporting engagements, which often 
include: soccer, ultimate frisbee, softball, tennis, volleyball, and bocci. The Front Desk has volleyball and 
a few tennis racquets available upon request. If you wish to organize a group of players for any of these 
sports, please leave a message at the Front Desk so it can be posted in The Crumb. 

If you wish to go off campus to fulfill your sudorific needs, your Bread Loaf ID can get you into the 
facilities down on the Middlebury campus. There you will find the monumental natatorium, the fitness 
center, and the golf course. There is a summer fee for the use of the golf course, but the others are free.

Giant Hogweed Hazard 


Someone has reported seeing giant hogweed growing along the Frost Road that goes to Homer Noble Farm 
and the Frost Cabin. Giant hogweed is an invasive species and can grow up to 15 feet with large leaves and 
a thick stem; it has small white flowers in big clusters, similar to Queen Anne's lace. Middlebury College 
is sending up its horticulturalist next week to check it out. Until then, please know that the sap of giant 
hogweed is toxic and can create painful burning blisters within 24-48 hours (especially if exposed to sun) 
on the skin of people who are sensitive to it, and can cause serious problems if it gets into your eyes. It will 
not hurt you if you simply brush up against it. Until we know whether or not the plants on the Frost Road 
are indeed giant hogweed, we urge you to leave them alone!

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Reading, Charles Simic 

Monday evening’s reader will be renowned poet Charles Simic. Simic was born in Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia. In 1954 he emigrated from Yugoslavia with his mother and brother to join his 
father in the United States. They lived in and around Chicago until 1958. His first poems were 
published in 1959, when he was twenty-one. 

His first full-length collection of poems, What the Grass Says, was published the following 
year. Since then he has published more than sixty books in the U.S. and abroad, twenty titles 
of his own poetry among them, including That Little Something (Harcourt, 2008), My 
Noiseless Entourage (2005); Selected Poems: 1963-2003 (2004), for which he received the 
2005 International Griffin Poetry Prize; The Voice at 3:00 AM: Selected Late and New Poems 
(2003); Night Picnic (2001); The Book of Gods and Devils (2000); and Jackstraws (1999), 
which was named a Notable Book of the Year by the New York Times. 

Simic was named Poet Laureate in 2007, and later that year he was announced as the recipient of 
the 2007 Wallace Stevens Award by the Academy of American Poets. Simic is Emeritus Professor 
of the University of New Hampshire, where he has taught since 1973. Simic’s books are available 
in the campus bookstore. The reading will be Monday, July 6", at 7:30 PM in the Barn.

Loafography 

Last year was my first Bread Loaf summer. Most people leave Bread Loaf at the end of the summer to return home. I did 
not. I was starting up a new job in Lusaka, Zambia; so I went from one strange environment where I was well outside my 
comfort zone almost directly to another. I was to start working at the International School of Lusaka (ISL) on August 12th 
'08, but when I got there, I found my work permit had not been issued yet, and no one could tell us when, or even if, it was 
likely to go through. I found myself in a state of limbo - not sure if I'd be remaining in Zambia, but not able to leave 
Lusaka in case the Ministry issued my permit, and I'd have to report to work immediately. 

In the meantime of course I held off on the shipping of my personal items [which had been sitting in 11 boxes in 

a warehouse in Nairobi since June], because I could have been invited to leave the country at any moment. So until 

my permit did finally come through - in mid-November! - I lived out of the single suitcase I'd carried to and from 

Bread Loaf. Needless to say, it didn't take long for people to become familiar with my wardrobe, part of which were 

two branded Bread Loaf t-shirts and, the favorite of my purchases that summer, my maroon hoodie sweatshirt, with 

the name of our school emblazoned across the chest in bright yellow. 

It gets cold in Zambia. That sweatshirt saw a lot of use. 

When I was finally recognized as legal, most of the first term had already gone by. It took a while for the kids to get to 
know me and to learn how far they could go with me. One day I noticed a group of year 7s staring and whispering 
amongst themselves. All set to be really stern with them, I asked them if they needed to ask me something. 

One brave soul piped up: "Yes Miss ... why does your shirt say Bread Loaf?" [I guess this is the kind of moment 

Emily Bartels warned us against], 

I had to laugh, and that of course broke the tension. So I explained to them that over the summers I go out to this 

college in America and study English Literature. 

"But why is it called Bread Loaf?" 

Well, there's this mountain, which is supposed to look like a loaf of bread... And then I must pull out my laptop and 
show them that one perfect picture of the mountain that we all have stored away somewhere. [I confess at this point I 
usually say "It's the strangest loaf of bread I've ever seen!"] © 
So the Year 7s look at all my pictures and exclaim at how pretty the campus is. And then there is the one kid with the 
sense of humor and the need to entertain. 

"Miss, that is a really giant loaf of bread huh? They could feed all the starving people in the world with it!" 

Ah, now that opens the floodgates. 

"Think of all the butter it would need!" 

"There must be a lake of gravy behind it!"

But occasionally there's a kid - usually the one in the back being quiet - who gets it. 

I know our students learn as much from what we model in our own behavior as what we teach them directly. So ifa 

kid sitting in a classroom in Zambia starts to appreciate learning as an on-going, life-long, fun experience - that's just 
another example of how this little mountain campus with a strange name affects the lives of students across the globe.

Born in Nairobi, Kenya, I worked there after college as an English high school teacher for 15 years 
before relocating to Dar es Salaam, Tanzania, where I taught for two years before coming to work at 
Phillips Academy in 2007. Going to graduate school kept nagging my mind, but the circumstances of 
my life always prevented me from taking the significant step. 

When Lou talked about Bread Loaf, I wondered what was there to love about it. Would it be the right 
program for me? Well, after periodic visits to the Middlebury website and several more conversations 
with Lou, I started warming up to the idea. The rest is history. 

I have been here for three weeks now. But my experience has turned out to be bigger and more & 
rewarding than I envisaged. When people back at Andover heard that I was coming to Bread Loaf, they 
invariably had one comment: “It’s beautiful up there.” But their description was restricted to the 
physical landscape. What I have come to learn is that the beauty of Bread Loaf transcends nature. It is 
the people, the courses, and the intellectual ambience that pervades every square inch of the campus. 
To me, Bread Loaf is a shrine, and I feel honored and full of tremble that as a pilgrim I tread the paths 
once trodden upon by such high priests as Robert Frost. Oh, I feel like taking off my shoes sometimes.

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The Passing of a Legend 


Dear Bread Loafers, 

We are sorry to report the passing of beloved Bread Loaf teacher Ken Macrorie, who died 
Saturday, July 11 , 2009. His wife Joyce said he was peaceful, happy, and ready. Ken, a 
stalwart member of the Bread Loaf faculty from 1981 to 1993, was a hugely influential and 
inspirational teacher for generations of Bread Loaf students and their students after them. 
Ken’s books, fròm Telling Writing (1985) to Writing to be Read (1986), and The I-Search 
Paper, set out a theory that still informs the teaching of writing today. A familiar figure on the 
Vermont campus, Ken was also closely associated with Santa Fe. In fact, Dixie Goswami 
writes, “Ken is responsible for Bread Loaf being in Santa Fe at all. Jim and I were visiting 
Ken when he insisted on taking us to the St. John’s campus, setting up a meeting with college 
officials, and persuading Jim and others that Bread Loaf in Santa Fe would be a glorious thing. 
Which it is. He shaped early (and late) Bread Loaf Teacher Network publications, including 
the great Bread Loaf News, edited by Susan Walker. Every morning at Bread Loaf, seven days 
a week — he could be seen walking to the Inn, tall, white-haired, handsome and 
Southwestern.” Ken will always be remembered, with love, by our community. 


Faculty Reading, Paul Muldoon 

Professor Muldoon has been teaching poetry writing at Bread Loaf since 1997. In 2003, 
Muldoon won the Pulitzer Prize and the Griffin Poetry Prize for Moy Sand and Gravel (2002). 
Among his most recent works are Horse Latitudes (2006), General Admission (2006), 
When the Pie was Opened (2008) and Plan B (2009). Muldoon lives in New Jersey, 
where is a professor at Princeton University and also serves as Chair of the Peter B. Lewis 
Center for the Arts. Please join us this evening for Professor Muldoon’s reading in The Barn 
at 7:30 PM.

To access CyberBarn on your 
own computer, go to breadnet.middlebury.edu. There you will find a link that, once 
clicked, will guide you through the steps of downloading FirstClass to your desktop. 
When you open the BreadNet desktop (using your BreadNet using name and ID), a 
number of folders will appear along with your mailbox. One of those folders is 
CyberBarn. 


What is the Bread Loaf Teacher Network? 

As members of the Bread Loaf community, all students have access to the Bread Loaf 
Teacher Network, an online professional development tool for public or private school 
teachers. While we are only in session at BL for six weeks, BLRTN is active 
throughout the academic year. By using BreadNet, hundreds of teachers and students, 
working as co-researchers and respondents, are able to connect their classrooms 
virtually and participate in exchanges. Exchanges, in the broadest sense, refer to 
students and teachers writing back and forth to and for each other and for audiences 
beyond their own classrooms around topics of literary interest. Exchanges allow 
students and teachers to carry out content-rich online writing projects on literature, 
environmental/place-based education, and other subjects during the academic year. 
Students develop an understanding of the intrinsic value of writing, since they have an 
“authentic audience” of their peers at another school or in the wider community. To 
access Bread Loaf Teacher Network online, email Caroline Eisner at 

caroline _eisner@breadnet.middlebury.edu and ask her to add the BLRTN folder to 
your BreadNet desktop. From there, you can connect with other teachers who are 
working on similar novel studies or writing projects during the year, and build long 
lasting professional ties to other schools around the country and across the globe. 


Where Can I Participate in a Virtual Discussion on Dreams from My Father? 
Following Robert Stepto’s “Toni Morrison, Barack Obama, and Difference” lecture, 
students have shown interest in starting a Dreams from My Father exchange on 
BreadNet in the BLRTN folder. A Dreams from My Father folder has been opened, so 
even if you aren’t ready to teach the book, you can participate in the exchange as a 
teacher-respondent, as an observer, and keep up with the impressive work that others 
are doing around the memoir as you plan to teach it in coming years. 





Where is Hiroshima, Mon Amour? 

Sara Blair is hoping that the reserve copy of Hiroshima, Mon Amour will make its way back to her class 
library reserve shelf SOON. Interested parties are welcome to attend her class screening of the movie at 7 PM, ⁄

Loafography: Who is Tamar Paull? 

At the first Blue Parlor reading of my first summer at Bread Loaf, I dared myself to read an autobiographical 
piece about being an openly lesbian teacher at an inner-city middle school in Providence, RI. I didn’t know 
how my story would be received in this new community. I was nervous. After the reading, I was approached 
by Pat Echessa-Kariuki, who had lots of questions. She told me that there had never been an out gay or lesbian 
teacher at her school, and she couldn’t imagine how such a thing would go over. We started a conversation 
about our schools, our jobs, our families, ourselves. It was the beginning of a conversation and a friendship 
that continues still. 

I learned about Pat’s school: a Christian K-13 in Nairobi, Kenya, that follows a competitive British 
curriculum. She learned about mine: a small middle school on the south side Providence that prepares students 
from low-income families to enter challenging college-prep high school programs. After the summer semester 
was over, I took her around my hometown of New York, showing her what an actual NY bagel should taste 
like. 

When it was time for Pat to go home to Nairobi, we knew that our conversation was far from over. We 
decided to use the Bread Loaf Teacher Network to connect our classrooms and let our students in on the fun. 
Dixie Goswami has said that one way to measure a student’s writing progress is with a ruler; if they write 
more at the end of the year than they did at the beginning, they have made progress. By this measure and 
others, Pat and I have seen incredible growth in our students as a result of this writing exchange. For five 
years, Pat and I have played match maker, pairing our students together based on common interests, 
personalities, and favorite books. Our students look forward to the weekly period when they get to sit at a 
computer and write to their “book buddies.” 


I am now one paper away from graduation. By August 8th, I will have written 19 papers, 32 poems, 1 play and 
made 9 class presentations here on the Bread Loaf mountain. When I drive away with my Master’s degree in 
just a few weeks, I know that my Bread Loaf experience won’t be over. Come September, there will be a new 
batch of seventh graders to pair up on BreadNet, and a new writing exchange on literature, politics, holidays, 
music, and their secret crushes to begin.

On 
Sunday afternoons there were always softball games in the field with a team from the town. Volleyball flourished. There 
weren’t computers, and I used a manual typewriter. Revising took much more manual labor. 

In the rest of my life, I kayak, cross-country ski, do yoga and Pilates. I love taking photographs, and I still jump off 
ledges into freezing cold water. I’m learning to rock climb with my sons. Devon (23) is a glass blower who also teaches 
rock climbing and Colin (26) graduated in architecture and has started his own backpack hiking company in Colorado 
and Montana. 

In 2002, I published a young adult novel called Curse of the Pirate’s Treasure. Now I am working on trying to create a 
collection of short stories and a draft of a book on fiction writing. Every day I discover how much I have to learn. 

It’s a dream to come back to Bread Loaf.
